Perhaps  all  our  readers  have 
heard  the  claim  of  the  Wets  that 
the  national  prohibition  law  was 
a  crime  breeder.  With  crocodile 
tears  they  declared  that  the  repeal 
ef  the  prohibition  amendment 
would  bring  Utopian  days.  Yvt 
figures  indicate  that  crime,  drunk¬ 
enness  and  liquor  consumption  are 
pow  at  the  highest  rates  ever. 

Victor  Riesel,  who  had  a  syndi¬ 
cated  column  entitled  “Inside 
l-abor,"  while  not  writing  on  the 
subject  of  liquor  sets  forth  some 
figures  that  are  revealing. 

After  stating  that  1953  has  been 
a  record  year  for  murder  of  labor 
leaders  apd  naming  several  who 
have  been  murdered,  he  says,  “But. 
here  ie  enough  violence  to  match 
the  old  Capone  days — right  dow  n 
to  the  fact  that  all  the  murders 
end  assaults  to  date  are  unsolved."

Today  liquor  is  legal  in 
every  state  exeept  Oklahoma  and 
Mississippi:  But  legalizing  liquor, 
regardless  of  the  claims  of  the 
Wets,  has  not  helped  the  crime 
situation.

We  felt  that  you  would  be  inter¬ 
ested 'in  reading  the  comment 
from  the  president  of  a  national¬ 
ly  known  grocery  chain: 

“I  h^vt  read  with  much  interest 
your  article  relative  to  the  grow¬ 
ing  trend  of  grocery  stores  stay¬ 
ing  open  on  Sunday,  and  I  cer¬ 
tainly  hope  our  church  groups  will 
make  a  strong  stand  against  this. 
We  regret  very  muci  to  see  the 
industry,  of  which  we  arc  a  part, 
engage  n  such  a  oract;ce  and 
nothing  in  the  world  will  stop 
them  except  very  strong  opposi¬ 
tion  from  otir  church  groups.  Un-
